UBA, LYING at the very portals 
of this great and free republic, 
had been for centuries under the 
sovereiguty of Spain. For many 
years she had struggled to re 
lieéve herself from the burdens 
and tyranny of her home govern- 
ment and lead her people to light, 
liberty, and independence. These 
people had been so long pro 
hibited from asserting the in- 
herent rights of mankind and 
patticipating in the administra- 
tion of their internal affairs that 
they had become enervated and 
despondent. Under the régime 
of Spain they exercised no more 
rights and had no greater voice 
in the management of their civil 
relations than American Indians, 
wards of this government, Civili- 
zation was retarded and the de- 
velopment of this rich and pro- 

H ductive island was at its lowest 
AN ARREST ebb. Government, such as the 
island had, was conducted in 
the interest of the Spanish ex- 
chequer, without regard for the 
welfare of its inhabitants, other than to sustain a condition 
propitious for the continuation of contributions from her 
resources for the support of the suzerainty. They had been 

















barred through so many centuries from asserting those per- 
sonal rights guaranteed by the Constitution and laws of this 
ind, that the progression of civilization and advancement 
which marks republics were not their heritage... Their only 
luty was subservient obedience to the edicts of the crown, 
iud they were fortunate to preserve life and retain sufficient 
of their competency for their maintenance. Having no par- 
ticipation or voice in the administration of their fiscal affairs, 
t was enjoined upon them to pay the taxes and revenues 
evied and demanded by the mother-country, as directed by 
the Cortes, or required by the Crown, from which there was 
no escape, even though the penalty of compliance was want 
sud penury. Wars and insurrections which had been waged 
by them for liberty brought social and economic chaos, civil 








disintegration, industrial and commercial stagnation and agri- 
il devastation. Such were the conditions existing in 
uba when the people of this country demanded that the pro- 
tection of our flag be extended to the inhabitants of this stricken 
sland. The sympathy of our people for this downtrodden race 
increased until the tidal-wave reached Congress, resulting in a 
declaration by this government that Spain must withdraw from 
Cuba, To this demand Spain responded with a challenge to 
combat. Thereupon followed the battles of El Caney and San 
Juan Hill, the destruction of the Spanish fleet off Santiago, 
und the surrender of the army of Toral at Santiago, in which 
the American army and navy won praise and fame for their 
incomparable valor and unprecedented courage and heroism.

house their headquarters for the day. There they held a 
reception for naval and army officers, who bowed and spoke 
any Spanish they had at command, whether it was pertinent 
or not. The troops took possession of the barracks 

Our hosts told us that forty thousand bales of hemp in the 
warehouses were awaiting shipment. The insurgents had had 
a garrison of three hundred men in the town. They departed, 
with six old muzzle-loading guns, as soon as our ships were 
sighted, leaving behind a rearguard, a glimpse of whose de 
parture along a distant road was vouchsafed to the general 
about the time that the Mariveles arrived in front of the pier 

In the Government House we found a quantity of records 
sufficient for an army corps. According to Spanish precept, the 
most insignificant order is recorded. Lists of little « xpendi 
tures and notes of ordinary routine commands filled the desks 
of the old Spanish barracks and tribunal and ran over into 
buckets and closets. Tley tell the whole story of the imita 
tion of European methods, the hatred of the white man, the 
pleasure in command and in showy formality, and the enter 
prise of the Tagals who overran Luzon under the organization 
of Aguinaldo, To satisfy private greed or to furnish Agui 
naldo with funds they imposed heavy taxes. But they kept 
order as well as the Spaniards had done; they assigned guards 
to the hemp warehouses of foreign property -owners, and they 
gave to the foreigners, including our hospitabie Spanish ac 
quaintances, rifles for purposes of self-defence. The soldiers 
who bore rifles—probably not more than a hundred—were 
Tagals, with a sprinkling of Vicols who had proven them 
selves loyal. The unarmed soldiers were Vicols (natives of 
the province), who were to be armed when arms were forth 
coming. Meauwlile, they were drilled, they did garrison 
duty, and they were expected in case of an engagement to 
carry away the wounded and to snatch rifles out of the hands 
of the fallen to save the arms from the enemy. 

Little authentic news reached the white men of Sorsogon 
from the outside world. They knew neither of the Boer war 
nor of the trial of Dreyfus. A few days ago the insurgent 
Presidente (who fled with the troops) told them that the 
Americans had been driven out of Manila and that Aguinaldo 
was established in General Otis’s quarters at Malacanan, As 
we named province after province which we had taken, a new 
exclamation of delight came from some one at the table. 
Senora, her baby in her lap, joined in. At last the white 





man had come to rule again; and General Kobbe told them 
in a manner which left no room for doubt that we had come 
to stay. 

The troops, too, took up their residence as if the town was 


theirs for good. Before they had been there two hours 
Colonel Howe had secured a buffalo cart and was having the 
desks in the barracks moved over to the building that he had 
selected for his own and the headquart rs of the company 
commanders. Then he waited for his luncheon until the 
small boats which had landed the troops returned to the 
Hancock to bring off stores. They arrived about sundow1
